HANDING OVER CONTROL 


The pseamble to Bill No. 19. now before 
parliament, reads:—“Whereas it is desirable to 
establish a central bank in Canada to regulate 
credit and clirrency in the best interests of the 
economic life of the nation, to control and pro- 
tect the external value of the national monetary 
unit, and to mitigate by its influence fluctu- 
ations in the general level of production, trade, 
prices and employment, so far 
possible within the scope of monetary action, 
and generally promote the economic and 
financial welfare of the Dominion: Therefore 
His Majesty, by and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate and House of Commons of Canada, 
enacts as follow

DOMESTIC CURRENCY 

Editor Bulletin: I was very 
glad to see your protest against 
the proposed central bank, and 
the matter brought to the 
notice of the public in such a 
pronounced and _ prominent 
form.

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Central Bank and 
Foreign Trade

One factor which must be carefully considered in founding a 
Central Bank is the necessity of providing for trade expansion 


overseas, 


The United States Government 


when the Federal Reserve 


Banks were founded took precautions against centralization of 
credit starving the middle west and southern and western states. 
It was realized that there was danger of money and credit gravi- 
tating to the big eastern cities; so that the several states would 
have to pay an increased interest price for the privilege of grow- 


ing, producing, and selling their marketable products. 


Hence the 


Federal Reserve Banks in each separate region of the United 
States is given independent jurisdiction so as to be able to keep 
an adequate quota of money and credit within the limits of its 


territory. 


There are twelve of these independent regions; and 


even with this number, a difficulty has developed. 


The transactions affecting overseas trade, owing to varying 
distances of time and transit and international conditions as to 
terms of credit cannot be made to co-ordinate with the conditions 
of commercial paper available for discount at Federal Reserve 


Banks. 


In order to overcome this difficulty the United States Govern- 
ment is establishing Banks especially empowered to provide money 
and credit for expanding overseas trade on terms to meet con- 


ditions as they arise. 


One such 


bank is to cover Russia and 


Northern trade; another to cover Cuban and Central and South 
American trade; and another to take care of the remaining over- 


seas: trade. 


There is no suggestion fiom any section of business life or 
public life in the United States to entrust any of these functions 


to a private corporation. 


The dangers of centralization and of 


vested interest rigidity are too thoroughly understood. 


With these facts before the Parliament of Canada it seems in- 
credible that any consideration whatever should be given to turn- 
ing our Central Bank franchise over to a private corporation; 
with its profit-earning incentive to centralization of money and 
credit in the larger centres of population; and its vested rights 
rigidity when called upon to make any necessary and emergency 


provision for overseas trade. 


As an exporting country Canada cannot as a matter of com- 
petitive necessity enact restrictions which will place Canadian 
exporters in a state of inferior credit facilities in comparison with 
the exporters of the United States and with the import and export

RETURNED MEN 

Editor Bulletin: When any 
election, either provincial or fed- 
eral approaches, one notices a 
certain political activity manifest 
in returned men’s organizations. 
I have had the pleasure of hear- 
ing some very nice things said 
in their favor; but I have had the 
mortification of never seeing or 
hearing of any bill being passed 
in their favor. In a word, the re- 
turned men as a body have been 
the victims of vote trafficking. 

Immediately after the war, both 
in Britain and Canada, the re- 
turned men were warned to keep 
out of politics. and they made the 
saddest mistake in their life by 
doing so. The governments of 
Britain and Canada, recognized 
in the returned men a powerful 
potential political weapon, and 
these governments by rosy prom- 
ises saw to it that that weapon 
was not used,

sions, and those unemployed, are 
living on the barest necessities of 
life. Some of them are having 
to resort to charity to replenish 
their wardrobe. The single re- 
turned man at present unem- 
ployed is living on 10 cent meals 
and sieeping on 10 cent beds. 
Some have been out to camp, for 
the magnificent sum of 20 cents 
a day. 

The root cause of all this is the 
refusal of the returned man to 
organize for political representa- 
tion. I think the time has arrived 
when he must take his politics 
seriously. He must be repre- 
sented in politics, for after all 
the nice things politicians have 
said of them not one motive has 
been made for the returned 
men's benefit, 

A short time ago, a mass meet- 
ing was held in the Memorial 
Hall, An advisory committee was 
advocated, and to these men on 


that committe I would suggest 
that they pay particular attention 
to the following suggestion 

Organize for federal repre- 
sentation. Try your hardest to 
get your representative in, and 
from the floor of the House at 
Ottawa state your desires. You 
would then see who are your 
enemies and who your friends 
No doubt you will have politi- 
cians come to you in the near 
future; politicians who will swear 
their fealty to your cause and as 
has been done before. So long as 
we remain in this state of polit- 
ical apathy then so long shall we 
be living in these adverse condi- 
tions.

The collector possesses four spear heads or protective daggers 
fashioned from a brownish flint rock somewhat transparent. The size 
of these are 7 7-16 by 2 11-16 inches, 7 by 2 inches, 6 15-16 by 2% 
inches and 7 by 244 inches. All have razor-like edges. 

In the collection are 30 perfect arrow points ranging in length 
from three inches to 1s inch, stone fish scrapers, sap scrapers, adzes, 
stone drill points, two scalping blades, several war clubs, a peculiar 
moccasin-shaped stone (probably moccasin last) and’ a rare stone pipe 
bowl made from black rock.
